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Resolutions adopted at Annual Meeting of the Allied Members of the 
MacDowell Colony, January 5th, 1936 


Inu Memoriam 


The Allied Members of the MacDowell Colony record with 
sorrow the death of their distinguished colleague, Edwin Arling- 
ton Robinson. 


Mr. Robinson’s relationship to the Colony was unique. 
Among the hundreds of artists who have worked at Peterborough, 
Mr. Robinson alone was a permanent resident. For the rest of 
us the Colony has been a refuge and a workshop for one year or 
two or three; for him it was home as well as workshop for twenty- 
four successive summers during the most productive period of 
his career and the happiest years of his adult life. What Peter- 
borough meant to Robinson is im itself the fulfillment of Mac- 
Dowell’s dream and the justification of Mrs. MacDowell’s efforts. 


It is true that Peterborough gave to Robison more than it 
has given to any other one person; it is even truer that Robinson 
gave Peterborough in return much more than he received. His 
mere presence there, year after year, impressed the outside world 
as nothing else could with the dignity of the enterprise. “‘The 
MacDowell Colony? Oh, yes! ‘That’s where the poet Robin- 
son goes every summer.” ‘Thousands of people who knew very 
little about Peterborough knew that and this one fact was enough 
to establish mn their minds the importance of the Colony. 


To us at the Colony it was granted to know Robinson the man 
rather than Robinson the poet. He was one of us—the man 
with whom we ate breakfast and dinner, with whom we chatted 
in the evening, with whom we walked to the village. His gentle 
courtesy made him the easiest of comrades and the best man in 
the world for communal life. Considering that gentleness and 
courtesy were his shining qualities as a Colonist, it is astonishing 
that he stood for so much else; for decency and order and indus- 
try and above all for kindliness. That decency and order and 
industry and kmdliness have in the main characterized life at 
the Colony is due largely to Robinson’s influence. And this, 
as we look back now, is an amazing thing, for how could so gentle 
and quiet a man exert so strong an influence? He was never 
active on a committee and never in all his life made a speech. 
He never, preached, he never scolded. He did nothing all those 
years at Peterborough except be himself. 

His reticence about his private life was as marked as his kind- 
liness. Intimately as we grew to know him, we never knew about 
him. Yet it was not that he was secretive. He believed pro- 
foundly that it is the right of every human being to keep mvio- 
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late what concerns himself alone and, true to this conviction, he 
accorded to others precisely the same consideration that he de- 
manded for himself. 


And here is a strange contradiction: this man who allowed no 
one to come very close to himself, of his own volition came very 
close indeed to us of the Colony—to hundreds of us, men and 
women alike. We talked to him and he talked to us and the 
flash of understanding that passed betweem him and us was so 
instant and so complete that we went away happy and satisfied, 
and always thereafter we knew in our secret hearts that he and 
we were friends. 


His understanding of us all was perhaps somewhat Olympian, 
but there is this to add: it was never condescending. And for 
all his own high mtegrity he was never censorious. He seemed 
to think that we were all doing just about as well as we could 
under the circumstances, and very humbly he hoped that when 


his own accounts were finally rendered as much could be said for 
himself. 


There was this further trait mn his character as we came to 
know it from day to day companionship: he was humble about 
himself as a human being, conscious of his own weaknesses and 
shortcomings, and even fearful lest unwittingly he offend the 
least of his associates; but he was never humble in regard to his 
work, never in doubt as to its Importance. He knew always 
that a great talent had been entrusted to him and he knew also 
that he was proving himself a faithful steward. 


It is probable that most of us who knew Robinson at Peter- 
borough are more deeply attached to the man than we are to the 
poet. ‘This is not because we are unappreciative of the poet but 
because, great as the poet Is, we have reason to know that the 
man was greater. 


As the years go by we of the Allied Members, who had Robin- 
son for our friend, shall probably come to look upon that friend- 
ship as the greatest gift that Peterborough has bestowed upon us. 


The Association has been the beneficiary during the year of two 
substantial gifts from deceased friends. Miss Sarah L. Kirby left 
her beautiful country place at Potomska, South Dartmouth, Massa- 
chusetts, known as “Sky Hill,” the proceeds from which will enure to 
the benefit of the Association. And Miss Margaret H. Pierson be- 
queathed to the Association the sum of $10,000 together with her col- 
lection of paintings by Caroline T. Locke. Steps have already been 
taken to alter the large northern room in the Men’s Lodge to house the 
collection and to provide a separate entrance to it. The Directors 
have been encouraged by these significant indications of the deep and 
abiding interest in its welfare of these friends of the Association. 
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To this report is appended a list of the 1935 members of the Colony, 
followed by the record, as received by the Secretary, of the work of 
recent Colonists published, performed or exhibited during 1935.

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TREASURER’S REPORT 


The operations of the Edward MacDowell Association for the year 
1935 show a deficit of $11,335.04. It is due to the unremitting efforts 
of Mrs. MacDowell that this deficit 1s no greater. 

Contributory to unavoidable, unusual expenses were the plague 
of Tent Caterpillars and Gypsy Moths, compelling extra outdoor 
work; the unprecedented flood conditions, which caused much damage 
to roads, etc., necessitating substantial expenditures to make them 
usable; the fact that many of the buildings are twenty years old and 
required major repairs; the growing up of trees and undergrowth 
around the studios, demanding that extra labor be employed to clear 
spaces for light and to dimmish the fire hazard. Altogether, it has 
been a trying year for the Association. 

Due to the efforts and wisdom of the Finance Committee, our in- 
vestments are unusually satisfactory and sound, considering the times. 

There should be instituted a vigorous campaign during 1936 to 
raise a substantial sum for endowment, to acquire new members and 
increase the annual contributions, as the mcome derived from these 
sources is decreasing substantially from year to year.
